In accordance with the provisions of Section 22 of Chapter 
40 of the General Laws, notice is hereby given that there have 
been made and established by the Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Hopedale, rules and orders for the regulation of auto- 
mobiles, carriages, and all other vehicles used in said town, and 
penalties for violation thereof, as follows: 


Section 1. No person operating or in the control of any 
automobile, carriage or other vehicle shall permit the same to 
stand or remain in or on those streets or portions of streets in the 
Town of Hopedale, designated below, except for the purpose of 
promptly receiving and discharging their passengers or loads: 


Hopedale Street, between Social and Chapel Streets. 
Chapel Street, between Hopedale and Dutcher Streets. | 
Dutcher Street, between Chapel and Social Streets. 
Social Street, between Dutcher and Hopedale Streets. 


Hope Street, on the Northerly side thereof between Hope- 
dale and Dutcher Streets. 
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Section 2. Whoever violates any of the foregoing rules and 
orders shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester, ss. 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting : 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall, on Monday, the third day of March next, punctually at 9 
o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon the following 
articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 
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Article 2. To choose all necessary town offiecrs for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three years, one 
Road Commissioner for three years, one Assessor to serve three 
years, one member of the School Committee to serve for three 
years, five constables, one Trustee of Public Library to serve 
three years, one Park Commissioner to serve three years, and one 
Tree Warden to serve for one year; also to bring in their ballots 
“Yes” or “No” in answer to the question: ‘‘Shall licenses be 
granted for the sale of certain non-intoxicating beverages in this 
town ?” 


Article 3. ‘To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the 
Fire Department, and any other officers and committees of said 
Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any or available funds in the treasury such sum or sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on or after January 1, 1925, in anticipation of the revenue of the 
Financial year beginning January 1, 1925. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or 
appropriate two hundred and twenty dollars ($220.00) towards 
defraying the expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the County on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services.

Article 10. To see what date, if any, not later than 
October 15th, the Town will fix upon which taxes shall be pay- 
able. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to repair High- 
land Street from Mendon Street to the angle in said Highland 
Street, and raise and appropriate, or appropriate from any 
surplus or available funds in the treasury, the sum of seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) or any other sum 
therefor, or take any action relative to the foregoing. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Highway Department to purchase a new motor truck, using in 
part payment therefor any present motor trucks of the depart- 
ment, and raise and appropriate, or appropriate from any sur- 
plus or available funds in the treasury, the sum of four thousand 
dollars ($4,000.00), or any other sum therefor, or take any 
action relative to the foregoing. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to accept all deeds 
or conveyances made to the Town and duly recorded.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in Town 
affairs, met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, were called to order by the Clerk of said ‘own, who 
read the Warrant and under:

Article 5. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1924, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred 
under this vote to be paid from the revenue of the said financial 
year. 


Article 6. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1925, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under this 
vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1925. 


Article 7. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of two 
hundred and twenty dollars ($220.00) be raised and appropriated 
toward defraying the expenses of Memorial Day, of said amount 
$100.00 to be paid Post 22, G. A. R., $100.00 to the American 
Legion, and $20.00 to the Spanish War Veterans. 


Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the Library the money 
refunded to the Town from the County on account of the dog 
tax. 
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Article 9. Voted: That the compensation of the Collector 
of Taxes for the year 1924, be $275.00, all the expenses con- 
nected with the collection of taxes for the year 1924 to be borne 
by the Town and paid from the appropriation for the Incidental 
.Department. 


Article 10. Voted: ‘That all taxes shall be payable 
October Ist, and bills for the same shall be sent out on or before 
that date, and that all taxes remaining unpaid after the expira- 
tion of eighteen days from said October Ist, shall bear interest 
at the rate of six per cent. per annum, from said October Ist, and 
as otherwise provided by law. 


Article 11. Voted: ‘To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 12. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) be raised and appropriated for the 
suppression of the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 13. Voted: ‘That the Board of Road Commission- 
ers be authorized to repair Highland Street, from Mendon Street 
to the angle in said Highland Street, and that the sum of seventy- 
five hundred dollars ($7,500.00) be raised and appropriated for 
this purpose. 


Article 14. Voted: ‘That the Board of Road Commission- 
ers be authorized to dispose of a used truck and to purchase a 
new one and that for this purpose the sum of four thousand 
dollars ($4,000.00) be raised and appropriated in addition to 
such sum as may be obtained for the used truck, and that the sum 
so obtained shall be available for the use of the aforementioned 
Board. 


Article 15. Voted: ‘That the Town accept all conveyances 
of real estate heretofore made to the town and duly recorded. 


Voted: ‘That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon.

PETITION 


of New England Power Company for determination that the 
construction of a line for the transmission of electricity passing 
through the towns of Uxbridge, Mendon and Hopedale, is neces- 
sary to serve the public convenience and is consistent with the 
public interest. 

This is an application by the New England Power Com- 
pany, under Section 72 of Chapter 164 of the General Laws, and 
amendments thereto, for a determination that a proposed line for 
the transmission of electricity, passing through the towns of 
Uxbridge, Mendon and Hopedale, all in this Commonwealth, is 
necessary for the purpose alleged, and will serve the public con- 
venience and is consistent with the Public interest. 

The petitioner is a Massachusetts Corporation authorized to 
_ generate, transmit and distribute electricity and is an electric 
company as described in Chapter 164 of the General Laws. It 
seeks authority to construct and use a line for the transmission of 
electricity between its Uxbridge steam plant, situated in Ux- 
bridge, Massachusetts, and the Draper Corporation sub-station, 
situated in Hopedale, Massachusetts, for furnishing power to the 
Draper Corporation, the Grafton & Upton Street Railway Com- 
pany, and in the towns of Hopedale and Milford. 

It appears that the companies now furnishing service in this 
field have reached their capacity of production and must enlarge 
and extend their existing plant and property in order to enable 
them to render adequate service to their customers or must pur- 
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chase electricity from other sources. If each of the companies 
are obliged to enlarge their plant it would be some time before 
the increased demand would approach the increased capacity of 
the same. 

It appears that the companies can be taken care of more 
economically by purchasing the additional electricity required 
from the petitioner. ‘This ought to redound to the benefit of the 
public, as economical operation means lower rates, and it appears 
that the petitioner will be able to render to these companies and 
to other customers adequate and dependable service. 

The company submitted with the petition a general descrip- 
tion of the line and a map showing the towns through which it is 
intended to pass and its general location. 

It also furnished estimates, showing in reasonable detail the 
cost of the proposed line. 

After notice and hearing, as required by law, and upon con- 
sideration of the evidence and an investigation by this Depart- 
ment and under all the circumstances, the Commission is of the 
opinion, and hereby 

Determines that the proposed line is necessary for the pur- 
pose alleged and will serve the public convenience and is con- 
sistent with the public interest.

Senator; Representative in General Court; 2 County Commis- 
sioners ; Register of Probate and Insolvency; County Treasurer ; 
all on one ballot, designating the office intended for each person 
voted for. Also upon said ballots, the voters shall give in their 
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votes, “Yes” or “No” in the matter of the following ‘Proposed 
Amendments to the Constitution.” 


ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT. 


Article 3 of the Amendments to the Constitution, as amend- 
ed, is hereby further amended by striking out, in the first line, 
the word “male.” 


ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT. 


Section 1. No person shall be deemed to be ineligible to 
hold State, County, or Municipal office by reason of sex. 


Section 2. Article 4 of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth, as amended by Article 57 of 
said amendments, is hereby further amended by striking out of 
the words “Change of name shall render the Commission void, 
but shall not prevent reappointment under the new name”’ and in- 
serting in place thereof the following words:—*“Upon the 
change of name of any woman, she shall re-register under her new 
name and shall pay such fee therefor as shall be established by 
the General Court. 


Also upon said ballots the voters shall give in their votes 
“Yes” or “No” on the questions of the acceptance of the follow- 
ing “Laws submitted upon referendum after passage”: 


Acceptance of Chapter 370, Acts of 1923, entitled “An Act 
relative to intoxicating liquors and certain non-intoxicating 
beverages.” 


Acceptance of Chapter 454, Acts of 1923, entitled “An Act 
to provide funds toward the cost of construction and maintenance 
of highways and bridges by means of an excise tax on gasoline 
and other fuel used for propelling motor vehicles upon or over 
the highways of the Commonwealth.”

TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 4, 1924. 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, met at Town Hall on November 4th, 1924, and

The tellers being duly sworn as the law directs, counting 
proceeded. 


The ballot box was afterward opened and ballots removed 
as follows :— 


At 11.20 A. M. 64 ballots removed; at 2.00 P. M. 400 
ballots removed; at 4.15 P. M. 233 ballots removed; at 7.00 
P. M. 200 ballots removed; at 8.00 P. M. the polls were de- 
clared closed and 50 more ballots removed therefrom, making a 
total of 1183. At this time the ballots of seven absent voters 
were examined and checked, all having been accepted, and were 
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passed through the ballot box, which now registered 1190. A 
total of 1190 ballots were accounted for. ‘The ballot clerk’s 
list showed that 1190 names had been checked, and the voting 
list showed the same number.

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Parents and others are required to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, as amended by Chapter 280, 
Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date and 
place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number of the 
ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or deliver 
the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this section 
need not be given if the notice required by the following section 
is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to 
be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
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upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has 
been properly reported to him. The report required to be made 
by this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preced- 
ing section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make and keep the record hereby required or who 
neglects to report in the manner specified above each birth within 
fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfiet a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or regis- 
trar shall file daily with the local board of health a list of all 
births reported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, 
sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The past year has been one of the busiest years in the libra- 
ry’s existence. The circulation was the largest it has ever been, 
997 more volumes being loaned from the main library than in 
1923. The total circulation at the Main library and Branch was 
30,910. The number of visitors to the reading and reference 
rooms was 9,505, the largest it has ever been. 

The library has added 266 volumes this year, 133 being 
adult fiction and 49 juvenile books, making a total of 15,412 
volumes in the library. 78 volumes have been bought to replace 
badly worn copies. 

The reference work with the school children has been grow- 
ing steadily. Five classes from the seventh grade and high 
school came to the library for instruction and examination in its 
use, with especial emphasis on the use of reference books. 

Miss E. Kathleen Jones of the staff of the Free Public 
Library Commission of Massachusetts came to Hopedale on 
October first and presented the school children with the certifi- 
cates they had earned for summer reading. Miss Jones explained 
the object in giving the certificates and told of the different things 
children were doing in other libraries. 134 five book and 46 
honor certificates were given. 22 per cent. of the school children 
from the third to the ninth grades read and received certificates. 

The story hour held in the children’s room from January to 
April (weather permitting) was attended by 726 pupils from the 
lower grades, an average of 90 each time. 

During Children’s Book Week in November, an exhibit of 
the best editions of the new and old favorites was held in the 
Trustees’ Room. This exhibit attracted much attention among 
the older persons and children. 
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Deposits of books have been sent to the South Hopedale 


. School and changed when requested. 


The Branch was established in its new quarters at the home 
of Miss A. A. Caldwell in February. Miss Caldwell is much in- 
terested in her new duties as Branch Librarian and is accomplish- 
ing splendid results. 

A Stereomotograph machine showing colored slides of the 
forests of Massachusetts was placed in the library for two weeks 
by the Forestry Department. 

Flowers have been presented to the library by Mr. Dutcher, 
and a fern by Miss Bancroft. Books have been given by Miss 
Anna M. Bancroft; Mr. E. D. Bancroft; Mr. B. H. Bristow 
Draper; Mr. Chas. A. Forster; Mrs. E. L. Osgood and Miss 
Alice Ruggles. Mrs. Butterworth again gave an attractive 
Christmas tree which decorated the children’s table during the 
holidays.

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ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance requires that: 

Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he is 
physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of age, 
unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school all 
the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen to 
sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has re- 
ceived an employment certificate and is regularly employed ac- 
cording to law for at least six hours a day. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be 
considered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


A REGULATION OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance. to 
the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years of age 
on or before October 1, 1925). 

No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child become five years of age on or before October 1 following 
the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a child to 
enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be five years of 
age on or before October 1, 1925). 

No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :-— 


I herewith submit my sixth Annual School Report, it being 
the thirty-first Annual Report of the Superintendent of Hopedale 
Schools. | 
With the thought of a school report comes the one import- 
ant question: What have the schools done during the year? 

News items and reports usually mention the unusual and 
_ spectacular events. Readers today do not care for the common- 
place, however good it may be. 

The erection of new buildings, the adoption of new school 
policies, introduction of new departments and various changes 
in schools and the plans of their operation furnish items for 
mention and discussion in a school report. However, words fail 
to show a true report and the true significance of the influence 
of the daily routine of the school room. ‘The daily contact of 
pupils and teachers is most important. Characters are formed 
and destinies made. 

It has been well said by the Worcester First Grade Teachers’ 
Club in their ‘Statement of Purpose,” that the duty of the teacher 
is not only to teach the child but to learn him, which means that 
the teacher should know the child. 

Education is the means of encouraging and making true 
growth. The process of education may be carried on by various 
methods under varied conditions. 

Education must be fitted to the needs of the individual and 
the times. All pupils should acquire the tools necessary for 
life’s training, among which are Reading, Writing, Simple 
Figuring, etc. These tools are needed for the use they serve in 
life; but, far more important is the training for right habits, 
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habits of health, habits of work and the moral and spiritual hab- 
its of true living. The young today need a thorough training in 
the practical things of life, and in co-operation and team work 
as citizens. ‘They must learn to overcome to an extent the ten- 
dency to selfishness, and to live for the welfare of their fellow 
beings and to pull together for the common good. . 

We have nothing very new or spectacular to report of our 
schools this past year. In the more unnoticeable work of 
mastering the essential tools and in the forming of right habits, 
much has been accomplished. 

A thorough training in the essentials, inspiration for the best 
in everything and to inculcate a desire to work for the common 
welfare have been our aims and ideals. I am pleased to report 
to you, the School Committee, and the people of this town, that 
good results have been obtained in striving for this goal. A dis- 
cussion for proof of this is not necssary. An inspection of the 
schools will prove the fact. 

Some of the Standardized Tests, and other special tests have 
been given the schools by the Superintendent. The tabulated re- 
sults of the tests in Arithmetic, Use of Language, History, Litera- 
ture, and Geographical and Human Science given pupils of the 
Upper Elementary Grades and of Spelling given in all schools 
were rather gratifying. 

As is usually the case, some natural and common weaknesses 
were noticeable. Spelling, as ever before, is one of the very 
troublesome tools in the methods of the art of civilization. In 
the instruction of this subject more attention is being given to the 
common words of the used vocabulary, and in more careful pro- 
nunciation and a larger consideration to phonics and syllabliza- 
tion. 

Inaccuracy and carelessness in thinking and doing are still 
among the most common sins, and hard to overcome. ‘These 
defects seem to be marked characteristics of present day life. 
This condition is a great problem for the schools, and they must 
constantly train and work for better habits. 

The demands upon children for training in the complexity 
of civilization are large. It means a constant speeding up in 
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school work as well as in all of life in general. It is sometimes 
a wonder that the child-mind can stand up under the burden 
but this spirit has become an epidemic the whole country over. 
This condition encourages and rather forces inaccuracy and care- 
lessness. 

It seems that this process of “speeding-up’’ must be kept 
going in schools, for something about many things must be 
learned, and some things should be quite well mastered. 

Those who are guiding the policies and work of schools must 
constantly struggle with the problem of what schools should at- 
tempt to teach and what can better be omitted. 

Theoristic promoters of all sorts of fanciful and interesting 
schemes, and reformers of all kinds are constantly sending forth 
something that may be done, and they feel that school children 
are just the right victims who should try out the operation of 
their fruiftul ideas. It is imperative that a halt be called in 
what the schools attempt to do in order that some lesser number 
of things may be done better. 

This condition exists in even a larger degree outside of 
school. How numerous are the attractions and activities for 
children today, many of these are not beneficial or worth while. 
If parents could see to it that children give less time and atten- 
tion to many distractions from the useful in life, better work 
could be done in school and a stronger education be received. 

Some topics of learning receiving attention elsewhere are not 
taken up in the schools of our town, yet most of the common im- 
portant subjects are found in the curriculum of the Hopedale 
schools. 

The following are some things which need more considera- 
tion in our schools: 


1. A wider scope of practical hand work. 

2. More extended instruction in the Science of Home Keep- 
ing. 

3. Special training in the Art of Handwriting. 

4. Appreciation of Music, and the best Literature and Art. 

5. Carefulness in spoken language. 
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6. Appreciation of and faith in our Government, and a 
stronger desire for obedience to law. 

7. Thrift in saving money, saving of time, and right use 
of property, especially public property as supplies for schools, 
etc. 


Conditions prevent more attention given to some of these 
needs at present. Plans are in operation for more training in 
others. 


SCHOOL CHANGES. 


The School Directory shows but few changes in the teaching 
staff this past year. Permanency in the personnel of the workers 
of an organization makes for better results. 

At the opening of the fall term some transfers were made 
in the Elementary Grades. ‘The sixth grades and a part of the 
fifth, with their teachers, were transferred to the Dutcher Street 
Building. Nowallthe grades from the sixth up are in one 
building. One first and one third grade with their teachers were 
transferred to the Park Street Building. Pupils of the first 
four grades with a part of the fifth are now working in the Park 
Street and Chapel Street Buildings. This arrangement of hav- 
ing children of near age, size and grade together in a building is 
proving satisfactory and gives many advantages. 

The Manual Training work is now carried on in the Dutcher 
Street Building. This is more advantageous for pupils than 
when in the High School Building, and gives one room, much 
needed, for High School classes. 

The program of work of our Kindergarten seems especially 
fitting. More training in learning to read, in phonics and some 
in numbers is given this year. This plan gives the children much 
of the regular First grade work with the advantage of the free- 
dom, play, games and music of a Kindergarten. 

During Education Week Parents’ Day was celebrated by 
all schools below the Grammar Grades. Some visitors were 
present at each school, and some schools had a goodly number 
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of visitors. It was intended that a Parents’ Evening should be 
held in the upper grades and High School. Circumstances pre- 
_ vented this at the time, but we plan to hold these in the Spring 
time, and a large number of visitors is desired. 

During the week at the morning exercises of the High 
School, talks and other brief exercises relating to Education were 
given. Addresses upon some educational subjects by the Superin- 
tendent, Principal Dennett and others were delivered before the 
school. 


HEALTH. 


Health Instruction has received special attention during the 
past year. The physician examines and finds the defects and 
needs, but the school nurse’s work should be largely Health Edu- 
cation. Sending a pupil from school because he has or appears 
to have some defect without instruction does him more harm 
than good and may or may not serve any protection to the rest of 
the school. 


Freedom from infection of pediculoses and other diseases 
and defects can be obtained only by education for right living to 
avoid these. The home visits of the nurse are most effective in 
this line of education. 

“The Modern Health Crusade” is a name given to a very 
definite program for motivating the formation of health habits. 
It has a definite program of “Health Chores” for each pupil 
daily. He has a score card to keep a record of duties, as wash- 
ing hands and face, brushing teeth, drinking water, milk, having 
fresh air, taking exercise, etc. An insignia for reward is given. 
This game is an inspiration for better health care. 

This work in our schools is a marked addition to our Health 
training. 

As soon as conditions make it possible, lunches should be 
served in the High School every school day, and some provision 
made for something warm to accompany the noon lunch brought 
by the Elementary grade pupils. 
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PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


Physical exercise has a very definite contribution toward the 
making of health. It develops organic power, vitality and vigor. 
Our pupils are fortunate in having directed physical exercises 
and training by Mr. Gourlie twice per week in the school room, 
and directed play during the recess period when weather per- 
mits. 

Some of the advantages of this training are better posture, 
stronger muscles, a more agile body, larger lung capacity, redder 
blood, better team play and a more cheerful outlook upon life. 
We have been especially anxious for this training for securing 
right posture which has been so much needed. Our school phy- 
sician, Dr. Knight, has emphasized this need. A posture contest 
among the Dutcher Street and Chapel Street rooms was carried 
on during the fall. The banner has been awarded to the Sixth 
Grade school, Dutcher Street building. A brief program of 
Physical Training Field Day is given in another part of this re- 
port. 


JUNIOR HIGH. 


The term “Junior High” is applied to various types of 
schools which include a part or all of grades seven to nine in- 
clusive. If a few changes should be made, and a little more of 
diversified subjects were added to our cirriculum our school of 
the upper grades might be considered a recognized Junior High 
School. 

There are good arguments against introducing a large 
variety of other subjects into the grammar grades. ‘The assem- 
bling of children of near ages, abilities and interests, depart- 
mental teaching of subjects, manual and domestic art training 
are some of the advantages of the Junior High. Our schools 
have many of these advantages. The Club work and training 
are some of the advantages of the Junior High. Our schools 
have many of these advantages. “The Club work and training 
now coming into the Junior High is most valuable. ‘This we

lack, and it would be well if we could take up this line of school 
interest. The extra classroom activities as carried on by the 
clubs are instructive. The benefit is in the training of the. child- 
ren to join in co-operative activities with their fellows. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


| The Hopedale High School has the largest enrollment this 
year in its history, 128. The building is now filled to capacity. 

The spirit of the school is good, and the past year has been 
one of earnest endeavor and faithful work by teachers and pupils. 
The principal and assistant teachers are making a strong effort 
to keep the high standard of scholarship with the increasing num- 
ber of pupils. The school is working under the plan of the new 
course of study. 

The number taking the Commercial Course is much larger 
this year than before. Miss Adams, the instructor in this de- 
partment, is endeavoring to carry on the large amount of work of 
this department to make the Commercial Course as strong as any 
of the others. The Shorthand and Bookkeeping classes are mak- 
ing good progress, and the Typewriting is showing marked 
advancement. It will be imperative that the Commercial teacher 
give her whole time to that department next year. ‘l’'wo new 
Underwood typewriters have been added to the equipment of this 
department. 

This year the pupils of the school won three of the four 
prizes of the Patrick Peace Essay Contest. Good work was 
done at the regular Prize Speaking Contest, and one First prize 
was won in the “Tri-County” Speaking Contest. The little train- 
ing which can be given in the school in public speaking is well 
worth while, and the contest gives a good opportunity to those 
who have an interest in further training in this useful art. It 
would be well if special instruction in dramatics and public 
speaking could be given. Again we urge that the Prize Speaking 
Contest held annually in May is worthy of a large audience. Two 
plays are being given this year. 
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New Mathematic books, Rhetoric and Singing books have 
been provided the school this year. The music chorus has been 
divided as the main room is not large enough for the entire 
school. 


We are still looking for the realization of a High School 
orchestra. A school of this size might well maintain a good 
orchestra, and it would be excellent training for the participants 
as well as a pleasure to the whole school. 


The material is being prepared for a school magazine which 
will appear later. The Senior Class last spring took a trip to 
visit the capital of our Nation which was a very instructive and 
enjoyable trip. The class this year is planning a similar trip. 


Three very interesting illustrated lectures in Astronomy were 
given the High School this year by Rev. William Poor. This 
favor of Dr. Poor who is an inspiring astronomer is much appre- 
ciated. 


Athletics are receiving some attention in our school, espec- 
ially in tennis, track, and baseball. The baseball team won 
second place in the Tri-County league. Winter games cannot 
be played now because of the lack of a place to practice. For 
this a gymnasium is needed. 


NEW EQUIPMENT. 


New seats and desks were installed in the sixth grade room 
of the Dutcher Street building during the summer vacation. New 
chairs, seats and moveable desks were purchased for the extra 
_ number of pupils coming into the High School in the fall term. 
Equipment for ventilating the basement room of the High School 
building was installed. 


The care which has been given the new seats and desks in 
Mrs. Johnson’s Seventh and Miss Smith’s Sixth grades is worthy 
of special mention of commendation. Scarcely a scratch can be 
found on any of them. This shows that pupils are learning to 
rightly use public property. 
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The new books mentioned as adopted for the High School, 
and a number more for filling out sets now in use have been pur- 
chased. 

There have been no new adoption of books for the Elemen- 
tary grades, but a number of new books have been provided. Not 
as many new books have been needed as last year. If the school 
enrollment does not increase, the need will not be any greater next 
year. 

The plan of the children working in groups is giving an 
opportunity for the more rapid working pupils to do much more 
than under the plan of a full grade working together. The 
quicker groups of the lower grades are reading rapidly and this 
causes a demand for extra reading material. 


GENERAL. 


Attention is being given by the supervisors to teaching music 
appreciation, pictures and other art appreciation. 

A music memory contest was given in June. This was the 
outcome of considerable study and training in learning of the 
best music. The first prize in the contest was awarded to George 
Parker, the second to George Belforte and third to Jean Clarke. 

A public exhibition of music and all forms of hand work 
would be interesting and enlightening to the parents. 

The remembrance and kindness shown by Mrs. B. H. 
Bristow Draper in the treats given at Christmas and other times 
were greatly enjoyed by the children and much appreciated by all 
concerned. Such happy occasions make pleasant spots along the 
pathway of child-life. 

In May seventy-five pupils of the United States History 
classes took a trip to Boston to see the historical moving picture 
“America.” After expenses were paid, there was a small balance 
left, and with this two historical pictures were purchased, ‘The 
Spirit of °76” and “The Prayer At Valley Forge.” The first 
was hung in one of the Seventh grade rooms and the latter in 
the principal’s Eighth grade room. 
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Pictures in a school room where they may be constantly seen 
are very impressive. Good pictures do much toward moulding 
good character. All of our school rooms have some pictures, more 
would be beneficial. 


Teachers’ meetings with lectures and general discussions of 
educational problems and methods of instruction are held each 
month or oftener. ‘These are most valuable, but sometimes inter- 
est is lacking, perhaps largely because the meetings must be held 
after a day of wearying work. 


The question of the advantages of a longer school day in the 
High School and Grammar grades is worthy of consideration. 


The attitude of the school children in all schools is very 
commendable. ‘here seems to be a spirit of good comradeship 
among all, a desire for good school work and an effort to strive 
for the common welfare. ‘This splendid spirit of good feeling 
among pupils and toward teachers and superintendent was very 
manifest at Christmas-time. The superintendent was much im- 
pressed with the thoughtfulness and kindness shown him at this 
happy time of remembrances, and he wishes to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the children and parents for their generosity ex- 
tended him. 


It is a fact that schools cannot meet all the obligations 
placed upon them in this present age. The most important duty 
and opportunity of schools is teaching the essentials in character 
building. This is indeed a heavy task, because of the counter- 
acting influences of education outside of school. ‘The present 
sentiment of allowing the young so much freedom of action is 
detrimental to highest morals and best character building. ‘This 
sentiment that one should do as his wishes dictate make the 
sterner regulations of those who are guiding toward the best in 
life seem very irksome and unpleasant to the untrained and in- 
experienced child and youth. On account of the present day 
conditions of our strenuous life, the home, in many cases, is fail- 
ing to do what it should do and can do better than any other in 
character building. 
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We are striving in our schools to encourage best thought, to 
train right habits and inspire highest ideals. Our teachers are 
devoted to their work and concerned for the highest welfare of 
their pupils. ‘This making citizens is a great, important, and 
serious work, and the co-operation of parents and all other edu- 
cational agencies is essential. We are appreciative of and grate- 
ful to our School Committee, parents and all for their loyal sup- 
port and willing co-operative assistance. We solicit your con- 
tinued interest and help.
